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"Lenten WORK FOR CATHOLIC SOCIETIES. 


In the Protestant churches néarly all religious work out- 
side of preaching to the people and conducting divine ser- 
vices, is carried on by lay-people, by members of the Epworth 
Léague, or of the Christian Endeavor, or of the Men’s Bible 
Class, or the Ladies’ Missionary Society. 

Such work is effective, because people are edified by the 

‘geal of lay people in behalf of any spiritual cause. They 
expect the priest and the minister to be leaders in religious 
activities, because that is their profession.
